ariivd at the approximate distance 
there is between protection to labor 
and protection to trusts, H comparison 
will be necessary to give an idea of tbe 
goo i that belongs to protection to 
labor and tbe evil there is in protec- 
tion to trusts. When we have sarveyed 
natural things iu cieatiori no adequate 
likeness f-e-ms to present itself to the 
mini that will represent a trust. The 
explaQHt'on of tbe oaune of an eniiie 
absence of amtbiug in outure th t 
represents a trust ia contained iu the 
truth that all things created were pro- 
nounced good. 


When we survey nature to ascertain 


if there is anything iu it that repre- 
sent 8 labor, we learn our first lesson 
from man, who from the soles of bis 
feet to tbeorown of his head represents 
labor, and wnen we go oat from our- 
selves to learn from nature tbe many 
lessons it give?, we learn from all 
there is in nature that labor is repre- 
sented in all of its work. When we 
have learned that labor is everywhere 
disclosed through the aotion of the 
great first CHUBP, we also learn that 
protection is given to labor by tbe 
Same cause, as all of nature's work is 
protected. 


Tne les'ons given as through the 


protection provided by nature for ita 
work inform us that it is the du'y of 
man to provide pr-teotioa for his 
labor in such form as his environment 
will allow. 
When it is ascertained 


that any of the means furnished tor 
the protection of labor are appropri. 
ated by its enemies, wtio use them to 
injure aud oppress it, theu the means 
given to labor for its protection has 
become a means of oppression and has 
ce-iseil to protect. 


We hnve said there is nothing in 


nature that represents a trust because 
there is nothing «ood m u, wh cti is 
because it is an outo-ist from the better 
agencies of man for the protection of 
labor. It is the rich man in hell, 
while labor is Ltzarus in Abraham's 
bosom, which simile will teiid to show 
tbe distance in morals there is between 
honest protectsJ labor and the villainy 
of a tru-t.
